Greds all over the U.S. One cannot have too many 
friends; let me make you another one of my cactus 
friends. 

My hobby is not only the growing of these rare, 
odd curiosities of mother nature, but includes the 
business of sharing them with you. I am forced to 
charge you something for them because I have to 
eat, however, I shall never price a plant at a higher 


_ price than it actually: ‘ costs me to grow, plus a very 


small profit. 

My prices are not governed. by the prices charged 
by other dealers. I do not describe any cactus or 
succulent plant in elaborate, glowing terms and then 
price it at ten times its real value just because it 
grows easily and plentifully, and I could jip you out 
of some extra money. I could not hope to have cus- 
tomers buy from me through the mail year after year 
as many of them have and are doing. 

My Guarantee. I will replace free of ee any 


plant or plants you order from me if that plant 
arrives in too poor a condition to stand up and do 
its stuff if properly established and given a fair 
chance. I trust you to be the judge. Have had 
to replace about 20 plants in the last three years. 

All plants are free from disease, scale, etc. Nur- 
sery is inspected at regular intervals by Department 
of Agricultural inspectors and in some states at des- 
tination. 

I will greatly appreciate the names and addresses 
of any friends whom you feel would be interested in 
having one of my lists. If any orders come to me 
from them, I will be more than glad to make you a 
cactus present.

4. Sempervivum tectorum. Dark green, red-tipped 
rosettes. Forms fine, compact clusters. Rock garden 
or potted.

5. Aloe brevifolia. One of the finest show Aloes. 
Cluster forming. Thick silvery-grey, compact foliage. 
Hardy, dwarf Aloe. Spikes of red flowers. 3 inch 
plant—12c; Larger—l8c, 40c; Small offsets—6c.

Do well in average soils. Water sparingly if planted

8. Op-dejectii. Upright habit with slender pads —

9. Op-mycradasys. Like No. 7 only fuzz covering 
is golden in color. Same prices. 

10. Op-sublata. “Devil’s Club Cactus”. Upright, 
thick branched, club shaped; freak of nature. Scat- 
tered, long thorns when full grown on each club. 
5 inch husky plant—9c; 2 inch—5c. Much larger 
specimen—24c. 

11. Op-tomentosa. “Velvet Cactus”. Each dark 
green, oval shaped pad is spineless and to the touch 
feels like real velvet.

13. Op-monacantha varigata.. The “Marble Cactus” 
or “Saint Joseph’s Coat”. One of nature’s strangest. 
A hybrid of No. 12. Growth habits and shape identic- 
al. Strange part is that the leaves continually change 
in color. Some of my plants have leaves that are 
marbled in gold, red, pink, green, blue, white. Spines 
are long and scattered. They can easily be cut off 
as the new, colorful leaves grow out. Let’s get this 
straight, sometimes, certain of the leaves remain the 
same colors for months but the majority change. 7 
inch plant—l6c; 4 inch plant—10c; 2 inch—5Sc. 


All my cactus and succulents are grown out of doors, 
which makes for strong, hardy specimens. Plants 
grown in hot-houses very often pass out en route to 
the customer when sent through the mails. They do 
not always stand up well when introduced to differ- 
ent conditions, changes of temperatures, soil, etc. 
It is tough to pay a good price for these plants and 
have them pass out for you. Of course they look 
pretty in the books and are pretty. They often 
struggle along for some time trying to survive, most 
of them cannot make it, not even in California and 
should remain in the hothouses. 


14. Op-braziliensis. The Christmas Tree Cactus. 
Vertical, thick trunk. The several long spines are not 
wicked, add attractiveness. Good specimens win rib- 
bons in any Cactus exhibit. Good soil, drainage, 
partial shade, average watering through summer. 
8 inch plant—l6c; 5 inch—8c. C-3c.

Mature 
plants develop fiat, thick slabs wash tub size. Al- 
most spineless. Large, silky, yellow flowers, then 
gigantic fruit pods. Edible. On account of the great 
weight of these plants, a medium size slab or cart- 
wheel is suggested for mailing. They are taken from 
the large plants here each month and healed for 
6 to 8 weeks. When you get yours it is ready to stand 
in the garden or large pot, just an inch or so in soil. 
Forms roots and grows quickly into a plant that is 
really something. A he-man cactus. 12 inch wide 
slab—48c; 18 inch—$1.50; Small—23c. 


18. Op-gigantea. Fast grower. Prolific bloomer. 

Very wicked spines. Showy yellow flowers. Large, 
edible fruit (do not guarantee fruit to stay put in 
other states.

Miniature plants grow on leaf edges of these pretty 
African plants. New plants grow in your flower 
pots from these. Foliage is mottled brown; long- 
lasting red-bell flowers, often in winter. Small—2c; 
Adult, 10 inch plant—12c. 

45. Echeveria weinbergii alias Byrnesia Weinbergii, 
Graptopetalum Weinberg. Popular name—GHOST 
PLANT. The thick white leaves detached from the 
plant and placed on coarse soil or sand forms new, 
fine plants. Grows easily, no special treatment. 

NOTE—Protect all these plants from sow-bugs, they 
eat the roots. Slugs and snails. Spring is the season 
to get an early start in ridding garden of these fifth 
columnists..-De-Hitlerize your garden, it surely pays. 

47. Selenicereus macdonaldiae. “Queen of Night’. 
Long, serpent-like, slender branches—but the mas- 
sive, fragrant flowers that burst into flower during 
summer nights, often 14 inches across is something 
to talk' about. No other flower describes its beauty. 
Stems used for holding grafts of Rat-tail or Xmas 
Cactus. Two year plant—29c; 7 inch plant—12c; C-8c. 

48.. Cereus peruvianus. Peruvian Apple. Pipe or- 
gan type, night blooming cereus. Flowers like No. 47, 
smaller—about 6 inch. Seedlings—llic. Stocky rooted 
branch—30c.

46. Messemb-lemanii. Boat-shaped leaves, likes 
sun, low growing cover plant.

49. Christmas Cactus. “Zygo Cactus epiphyllum. 2 | 
SPECIALS for this season’s bargains. One Xmas _ 
and one handsome hybrid, flowering about Easter- 
type.

NOTE—After receiving these plants in the mails, | 
it’s best to cover them with water for one-half hour) 
before planting. Permit them direct sunshine grad- | 
ually. Do not water heavily until new growth shows 
or at least until plants have “taken hold”. As for 
succulents other than Cacti, water and care for as 
Geraniums. 


Use no fertilizer on true cactus except Bone Meal. 
Exceptions are: Phyllo and orchid kinds. Xmas 
Cactus, Cereus Cactus. Never the slow growing, 
thorny, spiny types as the barrels or prickly pears, etc. 
You can really be too kind with these. 

Scale and Aphis, Mealy-bugs and plant lice are 
under-cover agents that get in their worst blows in 
dark or shady locations with poor ventilation. For 
cactus scale, erase with an old tooth brush. Does not 
harm a cactus to remove soil from all roots and if 
Mealy-bugs are on them wash roots clean and replant 
in fresh soil; spray with “Volk”. I recommend suds 
made with tablespoon of IVORY soap to gallon of 
warm water. Wash or spray them with clear water 
in a few days after using soap spray. 

50. Stapelia varigata. African carrion plant. Ex- | 
cellent potted novelty. Grows best in sandy soils and | 
little water. To see a single flower of this plant is 
worth more than the money spent for it, a perfect 
star on a mottled mat of velvet. Offer you 3 different 
species with different flowers for 22c. Flowering size 
“varigata” for 8c; Cluster—35c. 

51. Euphorbia mammillaris. African corn-cob, and 
looks like one. Should be in all collections. It’s dif- 
ferent. Needs little water. Garden soil. 3 inch 
plant—8c; Larger specimen (2 year plant)—35c. 

52. Phyllo Cactus Latifrons. “ORCHID CACTUS”. 
This fine pot plant is a night bloomer. Large white 
flowers six inches across. Blooms through summer 
and fall.

60. Euphorbia capet medusae. Weird, octopus- 
shaped. Small, round stem plant forms globular head 
from which grow serpent-like branches, having dainty 


white flowsrs at terminals. Small, head forming, 
branched plant—39c; 4 inch rooted cutting—9c. 

61. Chamacereus sylvestrii. PEANUT CACTUS. 
Each single plant will soon make new compact growths 
resembling handful of Un-shelled Jumbo Peanuts. 
Flowers are orange-red and plentiful. Grows easily 
from cuttings. Single plants fine in dish garden group 
planting. Cluster llc, 18c, 35c. Single 2c. Semi- 
shade. 

‘62. Aloe seeds. Assorted kinds. Plant as you would 
any flower seeds. Do not cover with glass. Use 
“Semesan” if they show signs of damping off. Xeep 
them moist and in warm, light place. Transplant 
singly when husky and about ¥% inch high.

63. Messembryanthemum seeds. Choice assort- 
ment from my best specimen stocks. Some rare, in 
packets. Grows quickly and with no bother. Garden 
soil and sand. Cover with glass until seeds appear.

Echeverias do best in rich soils. Sunny locations 
for best coloring. No extra water. 

67. Echeveria simulans. Clustering rosettes with 
green leaves tipped with pink. 3 to 5 inch plant—l4c; 
Offsets—8c. 

69. Hoya carnosa, the real WAX PLANT. Always 
valuable. Cord-like stems, vining. Dark green, waxy 
leaves. Flowers almost unreal, like enameled white 
and pink wax. Year old flower size plant—26c. 

70. Hylo-cereus speciosus. Slender, three angled, 
red flower, day-bloom, cereus. Only small plants of 
this—17c. 

71.. SPECIAL—Assorted flower size plants of seed 
erown and cuttings of Phyllo cactus and Epiphyllums.

2 year, 
6 to 8 inch plant—llc; Small—étc. 

90. Agave Americana. 4 different kinds of these 
at 5c each. These CENTURY plants are hardy, odd, 
husky specimens for potting or out-door gardens. 
Heavy soil is best but most any will do. 

87. Agave Tequilana. A fine pot plant in the cen- 
tury plant family. Slender type. Grows better in 
the garden through summer than in pots. Most any 
soil will do. Water sparingly. Sharp pointed, dagger- 
like leaves close together, really wicked. 4 inch 
plant—8c; Larger, year old plant—20c.

165. Klenia radicans. Waxy-green, oval-shaped 
leaves. White paper covering of the flowers (yellow) 
remain fixed and pretty for months. Plants—dc ea. 

166. Cotyledon wallichii. Small plant, stocky trunk, 
and thick, powdery-white leaves. Has bell-shaped 
pendants of red flowers. Sun loving. Any good soil. 
Native Africa. 2 inch plant—12c. 


167. Cotyledon orbiculata. Similar to No. 166, but 
with sprays of pinkish-orange bells. 5 inch plant—9c; 
9 inch—15c; C-3c. 

168. Rhipsalis teres. Grows slender, stiff, pencil- 
like stems. Strange leafless oddity. Pale yellow 
flowers at tips.
